Vitellius, soon after having been sent by Galba to Germany, was proclaimed Emperor by 
his soldiers and followers. Defeating Galba in A.D. 69 at Bedriacum, Vitellius proceeded to- 
wards Rome where he enjoyed scarcely eight months as the supreme sovereign, before Ves- 
pasian, commander of the war against the Jews,was elected Emperor by his soldiers. 

The earlier issues of Vitellius’ coinage bore the title IMP GERMANICVS as opposed to 
issues later in his reign using the title GERMANICVS IMP. The earlier title suggests Vitellius 
was an Emperor created by his German armies; an appropriate enough title for the leader of 
rebels but not suitable as the title foran emperor of the Roman people. In recognition of this, 
Vitellius changed his title to GERMANICVS IMP in April, A.D. 69 before he entered the city 
of Rome.

During the crisis of the Second Punic War 
the Roman monetary system was reformed 
(ca. 212 B.C.) creating a major shift from the 
use of bronze to silver and establishing the denarius as the standard unit of exchange. The 
quinarius, a denomination worth half the value of a denarius, had the same types as the de- 
narius: Roma head right on the obverse, the Dioscuri on the reverse. It was perhaps hoped that 
the representation of the Dioscuri, who helped Rome against the Etruscans during the battle of 
Lake Regillus, would provide symbolic strength to the Romans in their present struggle.

The issues Urbs Roma and Constantinopolis were struck in commemoration of the two 
great capitals of the Roman empire. These small bronzes bearing the helmeted personifications 
of the two cities are generally believed to have been minted during the reigns of Constantius II, 
Constans and other later emperors rather than by Constantine himself. 

The coins bearing the legend CONSTANTINOPOLIS commemorate Constantine’s dedica- 
tion of the new Roman capital on May 11, A.D. 330. The VRBS ROMA issue honors the 
birthplace of Roman civilization and was perhaps intended to mollify its understandable re- 
sentment against the transfer of the government. The reverse shows the she-wolf suckling the 
legendary twins, Romulus and Remus.
